311-20, but don’t call 311-20 to 


chat with a fireman. Use the 
conversation phone, 317-140. 
So says Chief Howard ©. Paulin. 


He doesn’t ask folks «to report 
what is burning. When the fire, 
department answers the telephone, | 
the informant always says “my 
house is on fire,”’ or whatever it is. 

When a fire is reported and the 
exact street address is unknown. 
give its location with reference to 
street intersections. Or give your 
own address. If you can see & 
fire from your home, so can the 
firemen.

The 
actual fire loss, however, was 
$9369 in 1943-4 and $9920 ithe last 
year. With an estimated popula- 


tae per capita fire loss was $1.34 
in 1943-44 and $1.41 in 1944-45. ; 

That's why Upland gets an in- 
surance rate of 75 cents per $100 
per quarter, against 80 cents per 
$100 per month elsewhcre. 

The important thing is that in 
the past two years, the amount 
of property exposed to fire loss 
nearly doubled, while the actual 
loss increased only slightly.

Butterflies May Be 
Veaetable Pests 


“When you see pale, yellow or 
white butterflies hovering in your 
| fall garden,” the agricultural ex- 
tension service says, “remember 
these are now sceking flowers.” 

“They are seeking cabbage, 
broccoli and cauliflower plants on 
Which to lay their eggs that soon 
hatch into small, green worms eat- 
ing holes into the leaves of these 
plants.” 

These pests, the statement says, 
can be controlled by dusting witn 
an arsenic or cyrolite dust in the 
early stages cf growth. Dusting 
should be repeated in two to three 
weeks and continued to about the

The fire district tax assessmen' 
last year was $6,315,430 and is

Sixteen cents on $6,315,430 
would net $1,010,468.80, and the 
39-cent rate on this year’s assess- 
mnent $2,667,206.10.

| crease of $1,656,737.30. 

FLOOD TAX SAME 

Flood Control District No. 1, 
including Fontana, will have the 
same tax rate as last year, 19 
cents for the district and one cent 
for administration, or 20 cents in 
all.

Fontanans will pay $1.94 per
